Commission. 


Since relevant papers on the subject could not be found in this Section, we 
may request JK Registry to took into their records and confirm whether or not they 
. had received a reference from the PMO and, if so, whether any action was taken tWwn 
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JK Registry have confirmed that they did not receive any reference in 
respect of Shri A.Guha’s letter. We have already checked our records and found 
nothing on the subject. JK Registry also do not have any papers on the Minutes 
dated 21.12.98 of Shri Brajesh Mishra, Principal Secy, to the PM wherein he had 
instructed MEA to ascertain if the name of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose figured in 
the list of UN War Criminals. We have, however, come to know that some 
correspondence has been going on between the PMO and our UN Division on this 
subject. A separate note has been sent to JS(UNE) requesting for the latest 
position on the matter.

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1 . FR 1: The Justice Mukherjee Commission has asked for replies of the 
Ministry in the following issues in the form of affidavit which is to be submitted by 
an officer not lower than the rank of a Joint Secretary. 

i) Records relating to the Shah Nawaz Committee : We have already 
informed the Commission that no further records pertaining to the 
Shah Nawaz Committee are available in the Ministry. An affidavit is 
now required to be filed explaining this position. 

ii) Production of documents relating to Netaji from different countries like 
Russia, USA and U.K.: While the documents received from our Mission 
in Moscow have been forwarded to the Commission, our Mission in 
U.K. has informed that the matter has been taken up with the 
concerned authorities who have promised to revert on the issue. As 
regards USA, we are yet to receive a response from our Mission in 
Washington to our letter dated 25.5.2001 and subsequent reminders 
dated 7.9.2001 and 17.10.2001. We may, therefore, issue another 
reminder. Fair letter in this connection is put up for signature 
please. 

iii) Exhibit 29-1 allegedly submitted before the Khosla Commission by the 
Foreign Ministry in the Government of India which is allegedly 
concerning another alleged report dated 17.10.1945 of the Director of 
the British Military Intelligence Department; We have already informed 
the Commission that the said exhibit could not be found in this Ministry. 
An affidavit reiterating this position is now required to be filed. 

2. The Commission has further directed that on the next date of 
hearing, i.e., the 19 th and 20 th December, 2001 which will be held in Vigyan 
Bhavan, New Delhi, the officer swearing the affidavit must be present to 
answer any questions that may be raised relating to their statements made 


therein. 



3. FRII . This pertains to the Commission’s proposed visit to Japan and 
Taiwan, In response to our letter of 17.10.2001 to the Commission seeking 
details of their requirements of staff, equipment and space in Japan for 
conducting the examination of witnesses, the Commission has enumerated all its 
requirements adding further that the size and composition of the delegation will 
be intimated after receipt of confirmation from our side regarding the 
arrangements asked for by it. 

4. As regards Japan, we may convey the Commission's requirements to our 
Mission in Tokyo as per the fair letter placed below. However, as regards 
Taiwan, we may have to await feedback from EA Division regarding the 
witnesses whom the Commission wishes to examine. We may, in the meanwhile, 
send an interim reply to the Commission as per the fair letter placed below. We 
have already received a confirmation through the India-Taipei Association that 
there are no relevant documents available in Taiwan and that the same may be 
available only in Japan. 
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5. Another issue which needs to be considered is that of the proposed visit of 
the Commission to Taiwan. Director(EA) in his note of 1 1.9.2001 (p.27/n in Vol.VI 
refers) had suggested that a visit by the Commission could be considered if and 
when relevant documents were found in Taiwan and their access allowed by the 
Taiwanese authorities. As already mentioned above, the ITA have confirmed that 
there are no relevant documents available in Taiwan. In view of this, it is now 
submitted for consideration whether modalities of the visit of the Commission to 
Taiwan should be worked out only after receipt of information from the ITA about 
the witnesses in Taiwan.

6. FRUI ' This is regarding submission of records containing the 
proceedings of the Shah Nawaz Committee and exhibits/documents/records 
called for by the Committee. We had informed the Justice Mukherjee 
Commission that the above records are not available in this Ministry. In 
response, the Commission has asked us to file an affidavit stating details of the 
searches conducted for locating the said documents. It may be mentioned here 
that since this subject has already been dealt with in para 1(i) above and, 
therefore, will be included in the affidavit which is required to be filed thereunder, 
no separate affidavit needs to be filed on the same issue, 

7. FR I V^: Filing of original or authenticated copies of documents: 

Ministry of Home Affairs, under directions of the Justice Mukherjee Commission, 
have asked us to identify out of the various documents mentioned in the affidavit 
filed by one Nandalal Chakarbarti those documents which pertain to this Ministry. 
Thereafter, the MHA is to be apprised of the position regarding identification of 
the documents. 


8. After going through the list of the documents, only one is found to relate to 
this Ministry. This document, as per the affidavit filed before the Commission by 
Shri Nandalal Chakrabarti, is the “secret report of the then Indian Ambassador to 
Soviet Union, Shri K.P.S.Menon’s interview with Stalin which dwelled on Netaji’s 
existence in Soviet Russia in February, 1953”. After a thorough search of the 
records available in this Section, we have found record of the interview which 
took place on 17 th February, 1953 and is placed in our file No. 42/11/NGO. 
However, there is no mention of Netaji in any form in this document. 
Nevertheless, as per the directions of the Commission, the document is required 
to be filed before it. A decision is, therefore, required to be taken in consultation 
with the East Europe Division regarding the procedural aspects of submitting the 
document to the Commission,

9. The Commission had in its letter of 20.9.2001 asked for a detailed report 
on the efforts being made by our Mission in Moscow to locate certain witnesses 
in Russia. The detailed report has been received from Moscow. We may forward 
this to the Commission as per the fair letter placed below. Thereafter, we will 
file an affidavit in the matter as directed by the Commission.

As desired by JS(CNV), this file is submitted please. 

It may be mentioned here that an affidavit has to be filed before the 
Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry by 1 9 th December, 2001 , by an officer 
not lower than the rank of Joint Secretary.

(iv) FRIV {S.No. 61/c): This is regarding submission to the Commission of the 
record of the interview dated 17.2.1953 of the then Indian Ambassador to the 
Soviet Union, Shri K.P.S.Menon, with Stalin. The Commission now desires that 
the record may be sent to them in a sealed cover for the perusal of the 
Chairman only. Since this would be in keeping with the considerations of 
security as laid down in the notes at S.No.48/c, we may, if approved, forward the 
document to the Commission in a sealed cover.

Placed below is the Lok Sabha Question for answer on 30.4.2002 
on the above mentioned subject. The factual position in respect of the 
question is as under; 

2. This Ministry was not aware of the existence of files or documents 
relating to the disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. However, 
after the appointment of the Justice Mukherjee Commission to inquire into 
the circumstances of the disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, 
the Ministry has been asked by the Commission from time to time to 
procure documents relating to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose from different 
countries like Russia, USA, U.K. and Japan. Consequently, our Missions 
in these countries were approached to locate and send whatever 
documents they could procure from the concerned governments, Till date, 
the position regarding procurement of documents from these countries is 
as follows. 

Russia: Our Mission in Moscow had sent us all the documents on Netaji 
which it could procure from various archives in Russia. These were 
forwarded to the Commission. However, these documents do not seem to 
relate to the disappearance of Netaji. 

USA : We were informed by our Mission in Washington that all non- 
classified documents have been made public. However, classified 
documents could be requisitioned only by giving the exact details of the 
document. The Commission has already been informed about this. 

U.K.: As regards the unclassified documents available on Netaji , these 
have already been examined by the Commission during its visit to the U.K. 
in July, 2001. About the presence of classified documents on Netaji, the 
Foreign & Commonwealth Office have clarified that “ these papers do not 
add to the substantive account of the circumstances of Subhas Chandra 
Bose’s death that is given in the files available in the British Library. They 
are withheld as a matter of principle, because the peacetime files of the 
intelligence and security agencies are not released, rather than because 
of their particular content. In addition, one paper from the files available at 
.* the British Library is withheld on the grounds of continuing personal 

sensitivity." 

Japan: No documents have been received from Japan till date though 
requests for the same have been made by our Mission in Tokyo to the 
Japanese Foreign Office. 
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3. It may be reiterated here that we have been extending full co- 
operation to the Commission in that whatever relevant documents we 
have been to locate out of those asked for by the Commission have been 
forwarded to them.

Further to your fax of yesterday’s date, I am writing, as requested, to confirm the subsrance 
of our subsequent telephone conversation concerning Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose. 

As I indicated to you on the telephone, Nigel Jarvis - one of the Historians at the Foreign 
and Commonwealth Office - informed me that Netaji Bose’s name was never ou any “list 
of war criminals’’ because he was regarded at the time as a traitor and a political figure, not 
as a w ar criminal. Moreover, since he was an Indian subject, his case would have been 
dealt with under theBritish/Indian legal system rather than that of international law. Even 
if he had been on any such “list”, his name would have been removed following his death 
shortly after the Second World War. 

Mr Jarvis also told me that this same question has been raised several times before and that, 
in the past, official answers have normally been supplied either by the Foreign and s 
Commonwealth Office or by the Army Historical Branch of the Ministry of Defence. I 
therefore suggest that it would be worth your while to contact Mr Jarvis at the FCO on 
0171 210 3860 or 386S, and also to speak to John Harding at the Army Historical Branch 
on 0 17 1 2 18 401 1 .

DearShri Se-n. 

I had an opportunity to meet you on 20 th September. I narrated what Dr. 
Satyanarayan Sinha told me about Netaji when he happened to see me in the 
Ministry of Industry where I was working as Deputy Economic Adviser. It was 
sometimes between February - March, 1978. He was assertive that he collected 
evidence to establish that Netaji did not die of plane crash and was kept 
somewhere in Siberia, USSR. His personal guess was that Netaji’s end came 
sometimes 4-6 months'before Pt. Jawahar Lai Nehru died which was designed to 
be kept as a mystery; I did not keep any written records. However, out of my 
memory, I am putting down what he told me which I feel could be taken as clues 
and good leads for further probing. 

1. When Dr. Sinha met me, he was working with the Clyde Valley, U.S.A. 
He wanted to import some second hand machinery which was available to 
him almost free of cost granted as a gift for his generous scientific 
contribution to science and the organisation. He told me that he inherited 
very very rich and vast tracts t>f land in Bihar and the machinery was 
required for necessary exploration and exploitation of such material 
exclusively for defence use. Since the import was from U.S.A. and the 
material related to primarily concerned nuclear field, many doubts arose in 
my mind at that time about the man’s authenticity. I was rather cautious 
whether I was not being led to some trap. Dr. Sinha perhaps read my mind 
form a remark that I had just made bluntly that from his explaination of the 
proposal involving a most crucial subject of neuclear science and that too 
in a most non-technical language to a lay economist like me, it appeared he 
was more a scientist or a science professor in some university rather than a 
business man or an industrialist engaged in churning profits. How was that 
at his age, he could jump into a manufacturing venture related to atomic 
energy. The observation made by me was to bring his real-self out, 

2. This one observation changed the whole direction of his conversation from 
capital goods import application to Netaji. He profoundly apologized that 
lie had not establish^ his credential first and highly appreciated my 
understanding of him as a science teacher. He told me that basically he 
was a scientist, perhaps physicist as I understood. He placed before me a 
big volume in German Language, perhaps a German Encyclopaedia on 
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Science or Who’s who on science - opened a chapter devoted to him with 
his photo on top right corner of the first page of the article. He asked me 
whether any one could find a place in such a volume without having 
profound contribution to science and unless accepted internationally. 
Nodding affirmatively I observed that then my judgement was correct. He 
smiled and said that he would like to disclose some of his past enabling me 
to understand him in real perspective. He said that while working on 
scientific assignments abroad, he actively took up political works of 
important leaders like Pt. Jawaiiar Lai Nehru and others in those countries 
as he had worked with them in his youth while studying in India and 
abroad. Hence he was closely known to them. He said that Tagore was his 
literary Guru and Netaji was his political ideal from his youth days. Pie 
handed over a book to me entitled Operation Himalayas to establish that he 
kept writing on political and other subjects as well. He said that it was the 
only copy left with him and lent the book for my study which would be 
returnable when he visited Uddyog Bhawan next. 

3. He told me that right after independence in early fifties (I do not remember 
the year mentioned), Pt. Neheru gave him a ring in U.S.A. with the request 
to come back to India by the first available flight. The requests of these 
leaders were just orders to him which he had to obey. So he resigned from 
bis job and rushed back to Delhi. He met Nehru who, as in the past. 

* embraced him and extended the best cordiality. Pt. Nehru told him that 
since he had command over 15 or so languages, including European 
ianguages, he should proceed to Viena/Geneva (I do not exactly remember) 
and with his headquarter there, he should construct files on India in respect 
of each European country’s approach to India, through his meetings with 
officials and non-officials, collating materials from the files and oilier 
papers and discussions with important personalities of those countries Dr. 
Sinha further told that he readily agreed to the offer but wanted a 
fortnight’s time for stitching some clothes etc. Pt. Nehru did not agree and 
asked him to leave Delhi within next three days as tickets would be there. 
He took Sinha to his bed room and took out some Achkans and Chuddars 
from his wardrobe so that he did not delay his departure. This was the level 
of their relationship. This seemed to him as a prelude to establishment of 
regular Embassies in European countries. 

4. Dr. Sinha said that he worked almost 18 hours a day to build up 

* voluminous material on India in respect of each European Country, 
scanning through their files, papers, many secret documents and meeting 
with many officials and non-officials. After about 2 an d a half years or so 
he cam e across a coded message between U SA - Germany - USSR wh ich 
he declph ered~with str e nuous effo rts, and with the h e lp o f some fri endly 
G e_r m an s, __m aki n g it am ply -clear that Netaji was to" be kept at Siberia till f 
fu rther decided - Since he had always a doubt about the plane crash theory 
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and since Netaji was everything for him, he rushed back to Delhi to meet 
Nehru. 

Dr. Sinha further told that when Nehru saw him in his office he was 
surprised to express as to how without any prior information he could leave 
his headquarter. However, he maintained his usual cordiality and took him 
to his antiroom to know about the precise reasons for the urgency to visit 
Delhi. Dr. Sinha said that he literally sat at the feet of Nehru and handed 
over the coded message and almost wept and kept be gging that hi s Netaji 
was alive an d sh oul d be saved! Nehru app eared~to h im as if he knew thB 
fact. But he lost his t e mperand startecfhullying Turn in most undesirable 
languageJNehru told him that the people of his type were senti mental's n 
Netaji and asked him to quit his office immediately and should never show 
his face again to him. He was almost kicked out. Dr. Sin ha told that he 
handed over his resignation letter as knowing Nehru’s mannerism, he was 
keeping this ready in his pocket. 

Against my query, as to why did he not make a hue and cry on this, writing 
to the President of India and all other leaders and publishing this in all 
newspapers to make the people aware of the treatment being given to 
Netaji, their most beloved leader, by the Govt, of India. Dr. Sinha told me 
that it would have been just silly on his part. Political foresight required 
that he should keep mum so that Netaji’s end was not hastened and that he 
and others could secretly continue with further probing to know the exact 
place of Netaji’s. confinement in USSR. 

Dr. Sinha said that he returned to USA saddened and depressed and 
rejoined his assignment at Clyde Valley. He did visit Moscow 3-4 times 
afterwards but failed to break the iron curtain. He was becoming a persona- 
non-grata for the Indian Officials there. So he became helpless. 

Narrating further. Dr. Sinha asked me whether I was aware of USSR 
P residen t Brezenov’s?and Nikita Krustcheiv’ s. visit to India in mid fiftie s. 
Confirming this I said that I was aware and'particularly the ovation they 
got at Calcutta. Dr. Sinha brought out one Album and asked me whether I 
could locate him in those photos. I found that in all the photos^ D r. Si nha 
was standing with officials at the back. S inha told me that before their vis it, 
the same Nehru, loosing all his shame one fine morning, again gave him a 
ring in U.S.A. and asked whether he would do a personal favour to him and 
come to Delhi immediately. As in the past, Nehru’s request was taken by 
him simply as an order, although he had no more soft cornor ieft for him in 
his heart after he had been hurt by him so brutely earlier. 

Sinha told that he rushed back to India and called on Nehru. Nehru was 
grim faced and appeared to be repenting on his past outbursts and 
behaviour. Sinha also told that he was equally quiet and except asking 



about his welfare, he waited for Nehru to break the silence. Ft. Nehru told 
Sinha that he must be aware of Russian leader’s imminent visit to India. 
Could he work as an interpreter as he was not only highly proficient in 
Russian language but also had full grasp of the Indian political/Scenario. 
Dr. Sinha told me that he was just waiting for such an opportunity which 
he could utilise for his final probing on Netaji. He readily agreed to the 
offer and took up the assignment right earnestly. 

10. Speaking further, Sinha told that Russian leader’s visits were so planned 
split second by split second that he was not getting an exclusive 
opportunity to ask Nikita Krustchev who was very outspoken and seemed 
to be more open, about Netaji’s whereabouts. Their visit to Delhi was also 
coming to an end and so he was getting restless to ask. Meanwhile Nehru 
had conveyed to Sinha that the Russian leaders were extremely 
appreciative of his proficiency in Russian Language. Sinha told that it was 
the last delay of the Soviet’Leadcrs stay in Delhi. In the evening, they were 
visiting Red Fort to accept a Mayorial Civic Reception. He was 
accompanying them and again sh owed me the snap taken there. When they 
were walking inside - the ~Redfort to reach Dewane K h'asThe paced up to" 
reach near - Krustchev - some how to draw hi s attentio n. It just happened that 
at one stage, Krustchev waswalking wfthhis guards little faster, about two 
feet ahead of Brezno v? Sinha almost reached by the side of Krustchev when 

*■ he smiled andspoke'to him in Russian language congratulating on his job 

done well. The guards also gave a little space to him watching Krustchev 
was talking to him in their language. Sinha further told that he mustered 
courage and almost in whispering voice he asked Krustchev where was 
Netaji Bose. KrustchevJjIu ntly replied in Russian that ask your Nehru and 
Netaji would be at the R edfort within 24 hours. 

11. Sinha told me that the day Russian leaders left Delhi and without loosing 
any time, he called on Nehru and narrated what Krustchev had told him 
about Netaji. Pt. Nehru lost temper and cooi and rubuked him in merciless 
language that what audacity had he to talk to Krustchev and that too ask 
about Netaji. He shouted at him to leave his place. Sinha further told that 
he started weeping, uttering loudly that he knew about Netaji that Netaji 
was alive. Why was he not bringing him back to India? To avoid many 
people knowing what was transpiring there, Pt. Nehru left tine room in huff 
an hurriedly. While narrating the above, tears rolled out of Sinha’s eyes. He 
was so much depressed that he stood up and took up his briefcase and the 
cloth bag he was carrying for leaving my office without a single word 
about his C.G. application. 

12. Bidding hi$vjgoodbye and with similar depression in my heart, I enquired 
whether Netaji was still alive He replied that perhaps “No” and his guess 
was that 4-6 months prior to Nehru’s death, Netaji’s end came. Within 2 
months or so of my above meeting with Dr. Sinha, I had to go abroad on a 
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foreign assignment. The last copy of his book Operation Himalayas still 
remains with me. 


I wonder whether the above could be of any value to the Commission. 
However, some leads about further probing as I percieve : 

a) Authenticity and credibility of Dr. Sinha. I am enclosing the cover pages 
of $c his book on Operation Himalayas which gives the publisher’s name. 
One can contact the publisher^ find his address in Bihar and about his 
whereabouts. I have no knowledge. But at least his family members would 
be able to help you. Who knows that Dr. Sinha^personal files including that 
on Nctaji including a copy of that coded message, if left with his family 
members, could be found in those papers. 


b) The Ministry of External Affairs could be contacted to know about his 
posting in Europe whether genuine or not. If genuine, study of all the fdes 
he construct ed there durin g the period he stay ed in Europe, will help the 
Commission. 


c) All photo snaps taken during Krus tchev and Brezenov visit to Delhi; 


d) All the German Encyclopaedia on Science or the likes published before the 
took up the assignment in Europe.

Sangeeta Gairola, Joint Secretary, Ministry of Home Affairs, Govt, of India 
on December 22 nd , 2001 and allowed by the Commission, had already 
elapsed. Shri Pal informed the Commission that two Committees, one for 
searching the documents within the Ministry and the other for the other 
departments and the Ministries, had been formed, but the reports of the 
Committees had not yet reached the Ministry of Home Affairs.

It is these papers 
emanating from the Govt, of U.K. confirming the non-inclusion of the name of Netaji 
in the list of war criminals which are required by the Justice Mukherjee Commission.

As desired, the inputs of this Ministry are given below ad seriatim. 

(a) Yes. 

(b) The Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry has till now visited the U.K. The 
Commission was in the U.K. from July 17, 2001 to July 28, 2001. During this period, the 
Hon'ble Chairman of the Commission studied the records in the British Library, the 
Bodleian Library, the Hartley Library of the Southampton University and the Foreign & 
Commonwealth Office. The Hon'ble Chairman also met important relevant personalities 
like (1) Lord Peter Archer (2)Historian, Prof. Leonard A.Gordon (3)Dr. Andrew Hall, and 
(4}Mr. Richard Bevins. 

(c) No, this Ministry is not aware of this. However, this Ministry would like to draw attention 
to para 12 of the Status Report as on 19.3.2002 of the Justice Mukherjee Commission, 
where it is mentioned that during the visit of the Commission to U K., Lord Archer had 
assured the Commission that he would take up the matter with the Lord Chancellor 
regarding the release of some classified files relating to the relevant period. It is further 
mentioned that the Hon’ble Chairman of the Commission has subsequently(tn January, 
2002) written to Lord Archer to take up the matter of access of the classified papers with 
the Lord Chancellor. The request however, has not been heeded to as stated in the 
Status Report. 

(d) No additional information is available except as mentioned at (c) above. 

(e) Following a request from the Commission to approach the Government of the U.K. to 
release all classified Files relating to ftp- Netaji, the concerned authorities in the U.K. 
were approached through the High Commission of India in London. In response, the 
Foreign & Commonwealth Office have clarified that the unreleased papers “do not add 
to the substantive account of the circumstances of Subhas Chandra Bose’s death 
that is given in the files available in the British Library. They are withheld as a 
matter of principle, because the peacetime files of the Intelligence and security 
agencies are not released, rather than because of their particular content. In 
addition, one paper from the files available at the British Library is withheld on the 
grounds of continuing personal sensitivity.” This information was also sent to the 
Justice Mukherjee Commission.

I had an opportunity to meet you on 20 th September. I narrated what Dri 
Satyanarayan Sinha told me about Netaji when he happened to see me in .the 
Ministry of Industry where I was working as Deputy Economic Adviser. It was 
sometimes between February - March, 1978. He was assertive that he collected 
evidence to establish that Netaji did not die iof plane 'crash land. iwasjLkept 
somewhere in Siberia, USSR. His personal guess was that Netaji’ s' : ;end ; ;came 
sometimes 4-6 months’before Pt. Jawahar Lai Nehru died which was , designed to' 
be kept as a mystery;- I did not keep any written records. However, out of my 
memory, I am putting down what he told me which I feel could be taken as clues 
and good leads for further probing. 

1. When Dr. Sinha met me, he was working with the Clyde Valley, U.S.A. 
He wanted to import some second hand machinery which was available to 
him almost free of cost granted as a gift; for his generous scientific 
contribution to science and the organisation. He told me that he inherited 
very very rich and vast tracts t)f land in Bihar and the machinery was 
required for necessary 'exploration and exploitation of such material 
exclusively for defence use. Since the import was from U.S.A. and the 
material related to primarily concerned nuclear field, many doubts arose in • 
my mind at that time about the man’s authenticity. I was rather cautious 
whether I was not being led to some trap. Dr. Sinha perhaps read my mind 
form a remark that I had just made bluntly that from his explaination of the 
proposal involving a most crucial subject of neuclear science and that too 
in a most non-technical language to a lay economist like me, it appeared he 
was more a scientist or a science professor in some university rather than a 
business man or an industrialist engaged in churning profits. How was that 
at his age, he could jump into a manufacturing venture related to atomic 
energy. The observation made by me was .to bring his real-self out.

2. This one observation changed the whole direction of his conversation from 
capital goods import application to Netaji. He profoundly apologized that 
lie had not establislWbis credential first and highly appreciated my 
understanding of him as a science teacher. He told me that basically he 
was a scientist, perhaps physicist as I understood. He placed before me a 
big- volume in German Language, perhaps a German Encyclopaedia on 


Science or Who’s who on science - opened a chapter devoted to him with 
his photo on top right comer of die fust page of the article. He asked me 
whether any one could find a place in such a volume without having 
profound contribution to science and unless accepted internationally. 
Nodding affirmatively I observed that then my judgement was correct. He 
smiled and said that he would like to disclose some of his past enabling me 
to understand him in real perspective. He said that while working on 
scientific assignments abroad, he actively took up political works of 
important leaders like Pt. Jawahar Lai Nehru and others in those countries 
as he had worked with them in his youth while studying in India and 
abroad. Hence he was closely known to them. He said that Tagore was his 
literary Guru and Netaji was his political ideal from his youth days. He 
handed over a book to me entitled Operation Himalayas to establish that he 
kept writing on political and other subjects as well. He said that it was the 
only copy left with him and lent the book for my study which would be 
returnable when he visited Uddyog Bhawan next. 

He told me that right after independence in early fifties (I do not remember 
the year mentioned), Pt. Neheru gave him a ring in U.S.A. with the request 
to come back to India by the first available flight. The requests of these 
leaders were just orders to him which he had to obey. So he resigned from 
bis job and rushed back to Delhi. He '.met Nehru who, as in the. past, 
embraced him and extended the best cordiality. Pt. Nehru told him that 
since he had command over 15 -or so languages, including European i 
languages, he should proceed to Viena/Geneva (I do not exactly remember) ' 
and with his headquarter there, he should construct files on India in respect 
of each European country’s approach to India, through his' meetings with 
officials and non-officials, collating materials from the files and other 
papers and discussions with important personalities of those countries Dr. 
Sinha further told 'that he readily agreed to the offer but wanted a 
fortnight’s time for stitching some clothes etc. Pt. Nehru did not agree and 
asked him to leave Delhi within next three days as tickets would be there. 
He took Sinha to his bed room and took out some Achkans and Churidars 
from his wardrobe so that he did not delay his departure. This was the level 
of their relationship. This seemed to him as a prelude to establishment of 
regular Embassies in European countries.

Dr. Sinha said that he worked almost 18 hours a day to build up 
voluminous material on India in respect of each European Country, 
scanning through their files, papers, many secret documents and meeting 
with many officials and non-officials. After about 2 and a half years or so 
he ca me across a coded message between USA~E~Germany - USS R which 
he decip hered with strenuous effor ts, and with the h e lp of so m e friendly 
Ge rinan s^, making it : .am ply?Clear 3 thaPNefaii*was % to T be -kept '•at^Siberia :ti,U ± 
further^ decided. Since he had always a doubt about the plane crash theory 



and since Netaji was everything for him, he rushed back to Delhi to meet 
Nehru. 

5. Dr. Sinha further told that when Nehru saw him in his office he was 
surprised to express as to how without any prior information he could leave 
his headquarter. However, he maintained his usual cordiality and took him 
to his antifoom to know about the precise reasons for the urgency to visit 
Delhi. Dr. Sinha said that he literally sat at the feet of Nehru and handed 
over t he cod ed message and almost wept and kept b egging that hi s Netajf" 
was alive and should be j javedf Nehru app eared to h im as if he knew ~IKe~ 
fact. But he tost his tempeflmd started^ bullymg~hlm in most undesirable 
Ianguage^Nehru told him that the people of his type were sentimentafon 
Netaji and asked him to quit his office immediately and should never show 
his face again to him. He was almost kicked o ut. Dr. Sin ha told that he 
handed over his resignation letter as knowing Nehru’s mannerism, he was 
keeping this ready in his pocket. 

6. Against my query, as to why did he not make a hue and cry op this, writing 
to the President of India and all other leaders and publishing this in all': 
newspapers to make the people aware of the treatment being given to 
Netaji, their most beloved leader, by the Govt, of India. Dr. Sinha told me 
that it would have been just silly on his part. Political foresight required 
that he should keep mum so that Netaji’s end was not hastened and that he 
and others could secretly continue with further probing to know the exact 
place of Netaji’s. confinement in USSR;

7. Dr. Sinha said that he returned to USA saddened and depressed and 
rejoined his assignment at Clyde Valley. He did visit Moscow 3-4 times 
afterwards but failed to break the iron curtain. He was becoming a persona- 
non-grata for the Indian Officials there. So he became helpless. .

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8. Narrating further, Dr. Sinha asked me whether I was aware of USSR 

President Brezenov’s?and Nikita Krustcheiv’s. visit to India in mid fifties.

Confirming this I said that I was aware and particularly the ovation they 
got at Calcutta. Dr. Sinha brought out one Album and asked me whether I 
could locate him in those photos. I found that in all the pho tos, Dr. Sinh a 
was standing with officials at the back. S inha told me that' before, their visi t, 
the same Nehru, loosing all his shame one fine morning, again gave him a 
ring in U.S.A. and asked whether he would do a personal favour to him and 
come to Delhi immediately. As in the past, Nehru’s request was taken by 
him simply as an order, although he had no more soft comor left for him in 
his heart after he had been hurt by him so brutely earlier. 

9. Sinha told 111 at he rushed back to India and called on Nehru. Nehru was 
grim faced and appeared to be repenting on his past outbursts and 
behaviour. Sinha also told that he was equally quiet and except asking 

y .* 
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about his welfare, he waited for Nehru to break tire silence. Pt. Nehru told 
Sinha that he must be aware of Russian leader’s imminent visit to India. 
Could he work as an interpreter as he was not only highly proficient in 
Russian language but also had full grasp of the Indian political/Scenario. 
Dr. Sinha told me that he was just waiting for such an opportunity which 
he could utilise for his final probing on Netaji. He readily agreed to the 
offer and took up the assignment right earnestly. 

10. Speaking further, Sinha told that Russian’ leader’s visits were so planned 

split second by split second that he was not getting an exclusive 

opportunity to ask Nikita Krustchev who was very outspoken and seemed 

to be more open, about Netaji’s whereabouts. Their visit to Delhi was also ■ 

coming to an end and so he was getting restless to ask. Meanwhile Nehru 

had conveyed to Sinha that the Russian leaders were extremely 

appreciative of his proficiency in Russian Language. Sinha told that it was 

the last delay of tire Soviet' Leaders stay in Delhi. In the evening, they were 

visiting Red Fort to accept a Mayorial Civic Reception. He was 

accompanying them and again sh owed me the snap taken there. When they ' 

were walking inside~the~ Red fort to reach Dewane K has, He paced up to"’' 

reach near Krustc hevsom e how to draw his attentio n. It just happened that . 

at one stage, Krustchev was walking with his guards little faster, about two 

feet ahead of Brezno v? Sinha almost reached by the side of Krustchev when 

he smiled and spokelo him in Russian language congratulating on his job 

done well. The guards also gave a little space to him watching Krustchev 

was talking to him in their language. Sinha further told that he mustered 

courage and almost in whispering voice he asked Krustchev where was 

Netaji Bose. Krustchev bluntly replied in Russian that ask your Nehru and 

Netaji would be at the Redfort within 24 hours.

11. Sinha told me that the day Russian leaders left Delhi and without loosing 
any time, he called on Nehru and narrated what Krustchev had told him 
about Netaji. Pt. Nehru lost temper and cool and rubuked him in merciless, 
language that what audacity, had he to talk to Krustchev and that too ask 
about Netaji. He shouted at him to leave his place. Sinha further told that 
he started weeping, uttering loudly that he knew about Netaji that Netaji 
was alive. Why was he not bringing him back to India? To avoid many 
people knowing what was transpiring there, Pt. Nehru left the room in huff 
an hurriedly. While narrating the above, tears rolled out of Sinha’s eyes. He 
was so much depressed that he stood up and took up his briefcase and the 
cloth bag he was carrying for leaving my office without a single word 
about his C.G. application. 

12. Bidding hi$yjgoodbye and with similar depression in my heart, I enquired 
whether Netaji was still alive He replied that perhaps “No” and his guess 
was that 4-6 months prior to Nehru’s death, Netaji’s end came. Within 2 
months or so of my above meeting with Dr. Sinha, I had to go abroad on a 

i* ■ 
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foreign assignment. The last copy of his book Operation Himalayas still 
remains with me. 

I wonder whether the above could be of any value to the Commission. 
However, some leads about further probing as I percieve : 

a) Authenticity and credibility of Dr. Sinha. I am enclosing the cover pages 
of )$e his book on Operation Himalayas which gives the publisher’s name. 
One can contact the publisher^ find his address in Bihar and about his 
whereabouts. I have no knowledge. But at least his family members would 
be able to help you. Who knows that Dr. Sinha, 4 personal files including that 
on Netaji including a copy of that coded message, if left with his family 
members, could be found in those papers. .

THE RENKO JI shrine in Japan may 
or may not be the repository of Sub- 
has Chandra Bose's ashes, but a few 
teeth kept in the Faizabad district 
magistrate's treasury for the past 16 
years could Finally establish the 
truth about Netaji s disappearance.

sealed his belongings and sent them 
to the Faizabad treasury Last year, 
the seal was broken so that the 
Mukherjee Commission — which is 
probing Nelaji's disappearance — 
could examine them. 

A commission member said select 
items from thy Faizabad treasury 
will reach Kulkata in early May. "We 
may then go in for handwriting 
analysis and a DNA test/' he said.

THIRTEEN PEOPLE were 
present when Bhagwanji 
of Faizabad was cremated 
at Guptar Ghat on the 
banks of the Sary u on Sep- 
tember 18, 1985. When the 
pyre was lit, one of them 
broke down and said,

Though Singh was the 
landlord for two years, he 
never met Bhagwanji* T 
heard him speak.. .His 
voice was heavy and crisp, 
like that of a military gen- 
eral," says Singh. 

By the time Bhagwanji 
moved to Faizabad, he was 
86 years old and was in 
need of regular medical 
attention. Dr T. Banerjee,

In 1958 they moved to Neem- 
sar, close to the Indo-Nepal bor- 
der, where they took shelter in 
a run-down Shiva temple. It 
was here in April 1962 that Atul 
Sen, an associate of Netaji, met 
and recognised the leader. 

Sen returned to Kolkata soon 
after, and reported the matter 
to the Indian National Army’s 
secret service agent Dr Pabitra 
Mohan Roy and historian Dr 
R.C. Majumdar. 

When Dr Roy met Bhagwanji 


in Neemsar, the former imme- 
diately recognised him. 

In December 1962, Dr Roy 
took into confidence Leela Roy, 
one of Netajis close friends 
and didi 1 to all revolutionary 
freedom fighters, Leela Roy act- 
ed quickly and by January 1963 
had established contact with 
Bhagwanji. A message sent 
through an emissary to Leela 
Roy goes: "My coming out is 
neither in the country's inter- 
est nor in my interest/' 

Leela Roy remained a great 
source of help to him until her 
death in 1970. However, before 
she died, Leela Roy wrote to Ne- 
taji's closest friend Dilip Roy on 
September 7, 1963: ir I wanted to 
tell you something about your 
babu.„ he is alive... in India," 
Among Bhagwanjis associ- 
ates were NetajTs elder brother 


Suresh Bose, besides others of 
Ne taji's circle. 

Some of the important ones 
were Trailokya Nath Chakra- 
varty, Sunil Das, Anil Das and 
Ashutosh Kali, In letters, testi- 
monies, messages and private 
conversation, all of them hint- 
ed at the identity of Bhagwanji. 

Former West Bengal Chief 
Minister* Prafulla Ghosh's and 
former West Bengal Attorney 
General Ajit putt's also sent 
dispatches to hint. 

As a practice, most of the let- 
ters written to Bhagwanji were 
cleared by Leela Roy and Dr 
Roy before forwarding* Also, no 
direct reference to Netaji was 
allowed in most of the letters.

This is with reference to your letter DO No. 25/4/NGO-Voi.VII of March 31, 
2002 on the question of the name of Netaji's appearing in the list of War Criminals 
maintained at UN archives. 


2. We have looked at papers on the subject in the Mission. As mentioned in the 
letter of April 7, 1999, First Secretary (Legal Adviser), Shri Narinder Singh had gone 
through the lists of war criminals in the records of the UN War Crimes Commission. 
1 am attaching herewith a copy of page 26 of the Archives Group which lists the 
Central Registry of War Criminals and Security Suspects of the Allied Control 
Authority, including the Supplementary Wanted Lists. 

3. It was also seen by Shri Singh during his physical examination that there was 
no entry regarding charges filed by any State against any Indian national in the lists 
of charge files consisting of formal charges submitted by States to the Commission. 

4. In view of the above, we would like to confirm that the lists mentioned in the 

enclosure to Missions letter of April 7, 1999 are exhaustive. There is absolutely no 
indication whatsoever that Netaji's name was ever included in any of the lists and 

was deleted subsequently. Therefore, it would be safe to conclude that the name 

of Netaji was not included in the lists at any time.

This is in continuation of correspondence resting with our faxes of even 
number dated February 6 and February 8^2002 on the above subject. 

The South West Asia Division of the Japanese Foreign Office which 
deals with India have conveyed to us that most of the witnesses that the 
Hon’ble Commission wishes to depose before it have passed away. The 
surviving persons are reluctant to depose before the Commission. They have 
advised that an informal interaction of the Hon’ble Commission with the 
surviving witnesses could be arranged at a place like the Renkoji Temple 
where the alleged ashes of the Netaji are kept. This would be an alternative to 
the individual testimonies sought by the Hon’ble Commission. With regard to 
the Hon’ble Commission’s request for access to documents of the Japanese 
Government, the South West Asia Division conveyed that all relevant 
documents had already been placed before earlier commissions and they were 
not in possession of any new documents on the subject.

I had an opportunity to meet you on 20 th September. I narrated what Dr. 
Satyanarayan Sinha told me about Netaji when he happened to see me in .the 
Ministry of Industry where I was working as Deputy Economic Adviser. It was 
sometimes between February - March, 1978. He was assertive that he collected 
evidence to establish that Netaji did not idie j'of. plane* crash >_arid.&yas!kept 
somewhere 'in- Siberia, USSR. His personal guess was .that Netaj i ’ s ;;end ;came 
sometimes 4-6 months* be fore Pt. Jawahar Lai Nehru died which was. designed to' 
be kept as a mystery^ I did not keep any written records. However, out of my 
memory, I am putting down what he told me which I feel could be taken as clues'* 
and good leads for further probing. 

1. When Dr. Sinha met me, he was working with the Clyde Valley, U.S.A. 
He wanted to import some second hand machinery which was available to 
him almost free of cost granted as a gift; for his generous scientific 
contribution to science and the organisation. He told me that he inherited 
very very rich and vast tracts t>f land in Bihar and the machinery was 
required for necessary 'exploration and exploitation of such material 
exclusively for defence use. Since the import was from U.S.A. and the 
material related to primarily concerned nuclear field, many doubts arose in - 
my mind at that time about the man’s authenticity. I was rather cautious 
whether I was not being led to some trap. Dr. Sinha perhaps read my mind 
form a remark that I had just made bluntly that from his explaination of the 
proposal involving a most crucial subject of neuclear science and that too 
in a most non-technical language to a lay economist like me, it appeared he 
was more a scientist or a science professor in some university rather than a 
business man or an industrialist engaged in churning profits. How was that 
at his age, he could jump into a manufacturing venture related to atomic 
energy. The observation made by me was .to bring his real-self out.

2. This one observation changed the whole direction of his conversation from 
capital goods import application to Netaji. He profoundly apologized that 
he had not establish^ his credential first and highly appreciated my 
understanding of him as a science teacher. He told me that basically he 
was a scientist, perhaps physicist as I understood. He placed before me a 
big* volume in German Language, perhaps a German Encyclopaedia on 
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Science or Who’s who on science - opened a chapter devoted to him with 
his photo on top right comer of the fust page of the article. He asked me 
whether any one could find a place in such a volume without having 
profound contribution to science and unless accepted internationally. 
Nodding affirmatively I observed that then my judgement was correct. He 
smiled and said that he would like to disclose some of his past enabling me 
to understand him in real perspective. He said that while working on 
scientific assignments abroad, he actively took up political works of 
important leaders like Pt. Jawahar Lai Nehru and others in those countries 
as he had worked with them in his youth while studying in India and 
abroad. Hence he was closely known to them. He said that Tagore was his 
literary Guru and Netaji was his political ideal from his youth days.. He 
handed over a book to me entitled Operation Himalayas to establish that he 
kept writing on political and other subjects as well. He said that it was the 
only copy left with him and lent the book for my study which would be 
returnable when he visited Uddyog Bhawan next. 

He told me that right after independence in early fifties (I do not remember 
the year mentioned), Pt. Neheru gave him a ring in U.S.A. with the request 
to come back to India by the first available flight. The requests of these 
leaders were just orders to him which he had to obey. So he resigned from 
his job and rushed back to Delhi. He met Nehru who, as in the past, 
embraced him and extended the best cordiality. Pt. Nehru told him that 
since he had command over 15 or so languages, including European 
languages, he should proceed to Viena/Geneva (I do not exactly remember) 
and with his headquarter there, he should construct files on India in respect 
of each European country’s approach to India, through his meetings with 
officials and non-officials, collating materials from the files and other 
papers and discussions with important personalities of those countries Dr. 
Sinha further told ' that he readily agreed to the offer but wanted a 
fortnight’s time for stitching some clothes etc. Pt. Nehru did not agree and 
asked him to leave Delhi within next three days as tickets would be there. 
He took Sinha to his bed room and took out some Achkans and Churidars 
from his wardrobe so that he did not delay his departure. This was the level 
of their relationship. This seemed to him as a prelude to establishment of 
regular Embassies in European countries.

Dr. Sinha said that he worked almost 18 hours a day to build up 
voluminous material on India in respect of each European Country, 
scanning through their files, papers, many, secret documents and meeting 
with many officials and non-officials. After a bout 2 an d a half years or so 
he came across a coded message between USA - Germany — USSR which 

he deciphered with strenuous efforts, and with the help of some friendly 
G er mans, jn akin g it tani ply^learhh'at^Nefali^was^'i^be -kept ■^Siberia mil j 
furthers decided- Since he had always a doubt about the plane crash theory

and since Netaji was everything for him, he rushed back to Delhi to meet 
Nehru. 


Dr. Sinha further told that when Nehru saw him in his office he was 
surprised to express as to how without any prior information he could leave 
his headquarter. However, he maintained his usual cordiality and took him 
to his antiroom to know about the precise reasons for the urgency to visit 
Delhi. Dr. Sinha said that he literally sat at the feet of Nehru an d ha nded 
over t he coded message and almost wept and k ept begging that his Netaji~~ 
was aliv e ancTshould be s aved. Nehru app earecTt o him as if heknev Tthe' 
fact. But he lost his temper" and started~buIiying~Him in most u ndesirable 
language^Nehru told him that the people of his type were sentimental~dn 
Netaji and asked him to quit his office immediately and should never show 
his face again to him. He was almo st kick ed o ut. Dr. Sin ha told that he 
handed over his resignation letter as knowing Nehru’s mannerism, he was 
keeping this ready in his pocket.

Against my query, as to why did he not make a hue and cry op this, writing 
to the President of India and all other leaders and publishing this in alD- 
newspapers to make the people aware of the treatment being given to 
Netaji, their most beloved leader, by the Govt, of India. Dr. Sinha told me 
that it would have been just silly on his part. Political foresight required 
that he should keep mum so that Netaji’s end was not hastened and that he 
and others could secretly continue with further probing to know the exact 
place of Netaji’s. confinement in USSR.

Dr. Sinha said that he returned to USA saddened and depressed and 
rejoined his assignment at Clyde Valley. He did visit Moscow 3-4 times 
afterwards but failed to break the iron curtain. He was becoming a persona- 
non-grata for the Indian Officials there. So he became helpless. . 




Narrating further, Dr. Sinha asked me whether I was aware of USSR, j‘ , . 
President Brezen ov’sfend Nikita Krustcheiv’s. visit to India in mid fiftie s. 
Confirming this I said that I was aware ancrparticuiariy the ovation they 
got at Calcutta. Dr. Sinha brought out one Album and asked me whether I 
could locate him in those photos. I found that in all the pho tos. Dr. Sinh a 
was standing with officials at the back. S inha told me thaf before their visi t, 
the same Nehru, loosing all his shame one fine morning, again gave him a 
ring in U.S.A. and asked whether he would *do a personal favour to him and 
come to Delhi immediately. As in the past, Nehru’s request was taken by 
him simply as an order, although he had no more soft com or left for him in 
his heart after he had been hurt by him so brutely earlier. 




Sinha told that he rushed back to India and called on Nehru. Nehru was 
grim faced and appeared to be repenting on his past outbursts and 
behaviour. Sinha also told that he was equally quiet and except asking

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about his welfare, he waited for Nehru to break the silence. Pt. Nehru told 
Sinha that he must be aware of Russian leader’s imminent visit to India. 
Could he work as an interpreter as he was not only highly proficient in 
Russian language but also had full grasp of the Indian political/8cenario. 
Dr. Sinha told me that he was just waiting for such an opportunity which 
he could utilise for his final probing on Netaji. He readily agreed to the 
offer and took up the assignment right earnestly.

10. Speaking further, Sinha told that Russian' leader’s visits were so planned 

split second by split second that he was not getting an exclusive 
opportunity to ask Nikita Krustchev who was very outspoken and seemed 
to' be more open, about Netaji’s whereabouts. Their visit to Delhi was also 
coming to an end and so he was getting restless to ask. Meanwhile Nehru 
had conveyed to Sinha that the Russian leaders were extremely 
appreciative of his proficiency in Russian Language. Sinha told that it was 
the last delay of the Soviet Leadcrs stay in Delhi. In the evening, they were 
visiting Red Fort to accept a Mayorial Civic Reception. He was 
accompanying them and again s howed me the snap taken there. When they" 
were walkihg~inside~~ the ~R"edfort~ to reach Dewane K Kaspie paced up tef 
reach near Kruit chevsom e how to dra w his attentio n. It just happened that 
at one stage, Krustchev waswalking with his guards little faster, about two 
feet ahead of Brezno v? Sinha almost reached by the side of Krustchev when 
he smiled and spoke to him in Russian language congratulating on his job 
done well. The guards also gave a little space to him watching Krustchev 
was talking to him in their language. Sinha further told that he mustered 
courage and almost in whispering voice he asked Krustchev where was 
Netaji Bose. Krustchev b luntly replied in Russian that ask your Nehru and' 
Netaji would be at the R edfort within 24 hours. """""

11. Sinha told me that the day Russian leaders left Delhi and without loosing 
any time, he called on Nehru and narrated what Krustchev had told him 
about Netaji. Pt. Nehru lost temper and cool and rubuked him in merciicss_ 
language that what audacity had he to talk to Krustchev and that too ask 
about Netaji. He shouted at him to leave his place. Sinha further told that 
he started weeping, uttering loudly that he knew about Netaji that Netaji 
was alive. Why was he not bringing him back to India? To avoid many 
people knowing what was transpiring there, Pt. Nehru left the room in huff 
an hurriedly. While narrating the above, tears rolled out of Sinha’s eyes. He 
was so much depressed that he stood up and took up his briefcase and the 
doth bag he was carrying for leaving my office without a single word . 
about his C.G. application. 

12. Bidding hifygoodbye and with similar depression in my heart, I enquired 
whether Netaji was still alive He replied that perhaps “No” and his guess 
was that 4-6 months prior to Nehru’s death, Netaji’s end came. Within 2 
months or so of my above meeting with Dr. Sinha, I had to go abroad on a 
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foreign assignment. The last copy of his book Operation Himalayas still 
remains with me. 

I wonder whether the above could be of any value to the Commission. 
However, some leads about further probing as I percieve :

Authenticity and credibility of Dr. Sinha. I am enclosing the cover pages 
ofjbfce his book on Operation Himalayas which gives the publisher’s name.

The South West Asia Division of the Japanese Foreign Office which 
deals with Tndia have conveyed to us that most of the witnesses that the 
Hon’ble Commission wishes to depose before it have passed away. The 
surviving persons are reluctant to depose before the Commission, They have 
advised that an informal interaction of the Hon’ble Commission with the 
surviving witnesses could be arranged at a place like the Renkoji Temple 
where the alleged ashes of the Netaji are kept. This would be an alternative to 
the individual testimonies sought by the Hon’ble Commission. With regard to 
the Hon’ble Commission’s request for access to documents of the Japanese 
Government, the South West Asia Division conveyed that all relevant 
documents had already been placed before earlier commissions and they were 
not in possession of any new documents on the subject. 

In view of what has been conveyed above by the Japanese Foreign 
Office, the Embassy would request the instructions of the Hon’ble 
Commission on how we should respond to the observations of the local 
Foreign Office. 



We also await responses to the queries raised by 
communications ofFcbruaiy 6 and 8, 2002.

This refers to your DO No.25/4/NGO-Vol,VTI dated January 24, 2002. 

Your DO crossed our fax of February 6, 2002 which you must have received 
and would have addressed some of the issues referred to in your DO. Briefly, 
the position on various critical issues is as follows; 


1. 



The Japanese Ministry of Foreign Affairs to which we had sent a 
formal communication in September 2001 requesting permission to 
hold hearings of the Hon’ble Commission in Tokyo have orally 
responded on February' 1 to the Embassy that it would be very 
difficult and complicated for them to permit in writing the judicial 
proceedings of a foreign Commission on Japanese soil. The 
Japanese Foreign Office however suggested that we merely inform 
them about the visit of the Hon'ble Commission to Japan and they 
would not have any objection to the related Japanese individuals 
witnesses deposing before the Commission in Tokyo of their own 
volition. 

The Japanese Foreign Office has requested for copies of the reports 
of two earlier commissions on the disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose in 1945. These may kindly be sent to the Embassy 
urgently because it appears that the Foreign Office will extend 
cooperation only after study of the earlier reports. 

In our original communication to the Foreign Office, we had 
requested the Japanese Government to "extend all help and facilities

s ^ to enable the Commission to record evidence of witnesses” and “to 

make available to the Commission all records and documents both 
open and classified relating to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose" in the 
possession or control of the Japanese Government. We have had no 
assurance from the Japanese Foreign Office on the latter issue at all 
to date. 

4. Letters were sent in the month of October 2001 to the list of 

M witnesses that are to depose before the Hon’bJe Commission during 

its visit to Tokyo. To date only one witness has conveyed his 
willingness to depose. We have confirmation that one witness on the 
list has passed away and 12 letters have been returned undelivered. 
The Foreign Office has not so tar helped us trace the witnesses but 
have only agreed to examine the issue. We have once again sent 
’ registered letters to all the witnesses save die one who has passed 
away seeking their consent to depose before the Hon’ble 
l Commission. 

5. The Embassy had been instructed to issue a notice in local 
newspapers for witnesses to appear before the Hon’ble Commission, 
once the dates had been finned up. We would be grateful if a draft 
notice could be faxed to us.

While it has been indicated to us that the Hon’ble Commission will visit 
Tokyo in second half of March 2002, the precise dates have not been 
indicated. We would like to submit that we may await a positive response 
from more witnesses and a more positive and detailed commitment from the 
Japanese Foreign Office on assistance to the Hon’ble Commission before 
firming up dates for the visit. 


With a view to putting more pressure on the Japanese authorities, it may 
be appropriate to approach the Japanese Ambassador in New Delhi through 
the East Asia Division as the Japanese Embassy would be more sensitive and 
aware of the importance attached to the subject of the enquiry of the Hon’ble 
Commission than the Foreign Office in Tokyo.

This refers to your DO No. 25/4/NGO - VoLVIl dated December 3, 
2001 on the above subject. The present position regarding the Hon’ble 
Commission’s hearings in Tokyo is as follows:

We have not so far received a response from the Japanese Foreign 
Office to our Note Verbaie No. 73/2001 dated 21*' September, 2001 seeking 
their permission and cooperation for the hearings of the Hon’ble Commission 
in Tokyo. However, the South West Asia Division of the Foreign Office 
which deals with India conveyed to First Secretaty, Shri C. Rajasekhar on 
February 1 that it was very difficult and complicated for them to permit in 
writing the judicial proceedings of a foreign Commission on Japanese soil. 
However, they suggested that we merely inform them about the visit of the 
Justice Muklieijec Commission and they would not have any objection to the 
related Japanese individuals/witnesses deposing before the Hon’ble 
Commission in Tokyo of their own volition, They have also requested for the 
copies of the reports of the two earlier commissions on the same subject. We 
I would be gratefijl if copy of these reports could be forwarded to the Embassy 
for onward transmission to the Foreign Office here. 

Letters were sent in the month of October 2001 to the list of witnesses 
that are to depose before the Hon’ble Commission during its visit to Tokyo. 
Only one witness has conveyed his willingness to depose. One has passed 
away and 12 letters have been returned undelivered. We have sent registered 
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letters for a second time to the witnesses who have not replied so far. The 
Foreign Office was requested by us vide our Note Verbale No, 73/200! dated 
21* September, 2001 to help us trace the witnesses. They have not replied so 
far in the affirmative but only agreed to examine the issue. 

With regard to the space requirements and personnel requirements 
projected by the Hon’ble commission, we have carefully examined the matter. 
The Chancery building of the Embassy cannot fulfil the space requirements of 
the Commission and we have approached a local hotel and obtained an 
estimate of how much it would cost to lease the space requested by the 
Commission. Details of the space equipment and personnel projection and the 
estimated costs are described below: 

Personnel 


We would request the Hon'bfe Commission to bring along on 
deputation from New Delhi two stenographers who have experience and 
capability in legal work. 



In Addition in accordance with the requirements projected by (he 
Hon ' hie Commission we would need to hire the following staff locally 



1 . Two Assistants with fluent knowledge of Japanese and English and 
preferably with some experience in legal work 

2. Two translators and interpreters preferably with some experience in legal 
work 

Space and Equipment Requirements at Hotel New Otani 

We would request the Hon’ble Commission to bring along two . 
typewriters along with supplies needed by them as the same cannot be rented . 
locally. 

In addition, in accordance with the requirements projected by the 
Hon’ble Commission, we would have to locally hire the following: 


1. A chamber for holding the hearings large enough to seat 50 people with 
high desk and chair for a judge on a platform and low desk and chairs for 
two translators, two stenographers and two assistants. Two PCs with 
Laser Printers for the two stenographers. Two good tape-recorders for 
recording evidence. The Chamber for hearing would have a witness stand 
and microphone arrangement for the witness and the Hon'bie Justice. 
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2. An office for the Hon’ble Justice behind the chamber with a desk, chair for 
the Hon'ble Justice and 3 chairs in front of the desk and sofa seating 
arrangement for 6 persons and a bookshelf There would be a direct phone 
line for the Hon’ble Justice with an extension connection to a neighbouring 
room, which would serve as a staff office. 


3. An office for the staff of the Commission large enough to seat two 
translators, two stenographers and two assistants and five others (assuming 
that the Hon'ble Justice would be accompanied by a five member 
delegation) Desks for each of these officials, six computers with printers

Dear Shri $ 

I had an opportunity to meet you on 20^ September. I narrated what Dr. 
Satyanarayan Sinha told me about Netaji when he happened to see me in the 
Ministry of Industry where I was working as Deputy Economic Adviser. It was 
sometimes between February - March, 1978. He was assertive that he collected 
evidence to establish that Netaji did not die of plane crash and was kept 
somewhere in Siberia, USSR. His personal guess was that Nctaji’s end came 
sometimes 4-6 months before Pt, Jawahar Lai Nehru died which was designed to 
be kept as a mystery. I did not keep any written records. However, out of my 
memory, I am putting down what he told me which I feel could be taken as clues 
and good leads for further probing. 

1. When Dr. Sinha met me, he was working with the Clyde Valley, U.S.A. 
He wanted to import some second hand machinery which was available to 
him almost free of cost granted as a gift for his generous scientific 
contribution to science and the organisation. He told me that he inherited 
very very rich and vast tracts of land in Bihar and the machinery was 
required for necessary exploration and exploitation of such material 
exclusively for defence use. Since the import was from U.S.A. and the 
material related to primarily concerned nuclear field, many doubts arose in 
my mind at that time about the man’s authenticity. I was rather cautious 
whether I was not being led to some trap. Dr. Sinha perhaps read my mind 
form a remark that I had just made bluntly that from his explaination of the 
proposal involving a most crucial subject of neuclear science and that too 
in a most non-technical language to a lay economist like me, it appeared he 
was more a scientist or a science professor in some university rather than a 
business man or art industrialist engaged in churning profits. How was that 
at his age, he could jump into a manufacturing venture related to atomic 
energy. The observation made by me was to bring his real-self out. 

2, This one observation changed the whole direction of his conversation from 

capital goods import application to Netaji. Fie profoundly apologized that 

he had not establishiylhis credential first and highly appreciated my 

understanding of him as a science teacher. He told me that basically he 

was a scientist, perhaps physicist as I understood. He placed before me a 

big volume in German Language, perhaps a German Encyclopaedia on 


Science or Who’s who on science - opened a chapter devoted to him with 
his photo on top right corner of the first page of the article. He asked me 
whether any one could find a place in such a volume without having 
profound contribution to science and unless accepted internationally. 
Nodding affirmatively I observed that then my judgement was correct. He 
smiled and said that he would like to disclose some of his past enabling me 
to understand him in real perspective. He said that while working on 
scientific assignments abroad, he actively took up political works of 
important leaders like Pt. J await ar Lai Nehru and others in those countries 
as he had worked with them in his youth while studying in India and 
abroad. Hence he was closely known to them. He said that Tagore was his 
literary Guru and Netaji was his political ideal from his youth days. He 
handed over a book to me entitled Operation Himalayas to establish that he 
kept writing on political and other subjects as well. He said that it was the 
only copy left with him and lent the book for my study which would be 
returnable when he visited Uddyog Bhawan next. 

He told me that right after independence in early fifties (I do not remember 
the year mentioned), Pt. Neheru gave him a ring in U.S.A. with the request 
to come back to India by the first available flight. The requests of these 
leaders were just orders to him which he had to obey. So he resigned from 
his job and rushed back to Delhi. He met Nehru who, as in the past, 
embraced him and extended the best cordiality. Pt. Nehru told him that 
since he had command over 15 or so languages, including European 
languages, he should proceed to Viena/Geneva (I do not exactly remember) 
and with his headquarter there, he should construct files on India in respect 
of each European country’s approach to India, through his meetings with 
officials and non-officials, collating materials from the files and other 
papers and discussions with important personalities of those countries Dr. 
Sinha further told that he readily agreed to the offer but wanted a 
fortnight’s time for stitching some clothes etc. Pt. Nehru did not agree and 
asked him to leave Delhi within next three days as tickets would be there. 
He took Sinha to his bed room and took out some Achkans and Chuddars 
front his wardrobe so that he did not delay his departure. This was the level 
of their relationship. This seemed to him as a prelude to establishment of 
regular Embassies in European countries. 


Dr. Sinha said that he worked almost 18 hours a day to build up 
voluminous material on India in respect of each European Country, 
scanning through their files, papers, many secret documents and meeting 
with many officials and non-officials. After about 2 an d a half years or so 
he came across a coded message betwee n USA - Germany - USS R which 
he deciphe red with st ren uous effo rts, and with the hel p of some friendly 
Germans, making it ampl y c lear tha t Neta ji was to_be_kepJLat Siberia till 
further dec ided . Since he had always a doubt about the plane crash theory 


and since Netaji was everything for him, he rushed back to Delhi to meet 
Nehru. 

5. Dr. Sinha further told that when Nehru saw him in his office he was 
surprised to express as to how without any prior information he could leave 
his headquarter. However, he maintained his usual cordiality and took him 
to his antiroom to know about the precise reasons for the urgency to visit 
Delhi. Dr. Sinha said that he literally sat at the feet of Nehru and jaanded 
over the coded message and almost wept and ke pt begging that his ^Netajj 
was alive and should Jd e_s a vedUNe h ru appeared to him as if he knew' the' 
fact.

6. Against my query, as to why did he not make a hue and cry on this, writing 
to the President of India and all other leaders and publishing this in all 
newspapers to make the people aware of the treatment being given to 
Netaji, their most beloved leader, by "the Govt, of India. Dr. Sinha told me 
that it would have been just silly on his part. Political foresight required 
that he should keep mum so that Netaji’s end was not hastened and that lie 
and others could secretly continue with further probing to know the exact 
place of Netaji’s. confinement in USSR. 

7. Dr. Sinha said that he returned to USA saddened and depressed and 
rejoined his assignment at Clyde Valley. Pie did visit Moscow 3-4 times 
afterwards but failed to break the iron curtain. He was becoming a persona- 
non-grata for the Indian Officials there. So he became helpless. 

S. Narrating further, Dr. Sinha asked me whether 1 was aware of USSR 
President Brezenqv’s?and Nikita Krustcheiv’s visit to India in mid fifties. 
Confirming this I said that I was aware and "particularly the ovation they 
got at Calcutta.

1 1. Sinha told me that the day Russian leaders left Delhi and without loosing 
any time, he called on Nehru and narrated what Krustchev had told him 
about Netaji. Pt. Nehru lost temper and cool and rubuked him in merciless 
language that what audacity had he to talk to Krustchev and that too ask 
about Netaji. He shouted at him to leave his place. Sinha further told that 
he started weeping, uttering loudly that he knew about Netaji that Netaji 
was alive. Why was he not bringing him back to India? To avoid many 
people knowing what w'as transpiring there, Pt. Nehru left the room in huff 
an hurriedly. While narrating the above, tears rolled out of Sinha’s eyes. He 
was so much depressed that he stood up and took up his briefcase and the 
cloth bag he was carrying for leaving my office without a single word 
about his C.G. application. 

12. Bidding hifygoodbye and with similar depression in my heart, I enquired 
whether Netaji was still alive Pie replied that perhaps “No” and his guess 
was that 4-6 months prior to Nehru’s death, Netaji’s end came. Within 2 
months or so of my above meeting with Dr. Sinha, I had to go abroad on a 
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foreign assignment. The last copy of his book Operation Himalayas still 
remains with me. 

I wonder whether the above could be of any value to the Commission.

I had an opportunity to meet you on 20 Ih September. I narrated what Dr. 
Satyanarayan Sinha told me about Netaji when he happened to see me in the 
Ministry of Industry where I was working as Deputy Economic Adviser. It was 
sometimes between February - March, 1978. Fie was assertive that he collected 
evidence to establish that Netaji did not die of plane crash and was kept 
somewhere in Siberia, USSR. His personal guess was that Netaji’s end came 
sometimes 4-6 monthsbefore Pt. Jawahar Lai Nehru died which was designed to 
be kept as a mystery. I did not keep any written records. However, out 'of my 
memory, I am putting down what he told me which I feel could be taken as clues 
and good leads for further probing. 

1. When Dr. Sinha met me, he was working with the Clyde Valley, U.S.A. 
He wanted to import some second hand machinery which was available to 
him almost free of cost granted as a gift for his generous scientific 
contribution to science and the organisation.

We had approached our Mission in Washington to check with the concerned 
authorities and various sources on the issues mentioned in your aforesaid letters. As 
regards Mr. Lochner. our Mission even after making every effort within the available 
resources has not been able to locate him nor could any of the sources tapped in the 
course of the search confirm the fact of Mr. Lochner being alive. 

Regarding the availability of documents relating to Netaji, information 
obtained from the Intelligence and Research Bureau of the US State Department 
reveals that documents once declassified are no longer retained by the US 
Government and are normally stored in the National Archives, Library of Congress or 
other similar documentation centers We have been further informed that most of 
these documents have most likely been researched by scholars and would be 
available in the form of published books on Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. However, 
under the provisions of the US Freedom of Information Act, classified documents, if 
any, can be requisitioned only with specific details.

During a meeting with Stephen Evans in September you handed over a note regarding official 
records on Subhas Chandra Bose. I am Sony for the delay in replying, however the aftermath 
of the events of 1 1 September caused us to lose sight of your original enquiry. 

I understand from our Records and Historical Department fRHC) that our position on tins 
issue remains as set out in the note of February 2000. Virtually ail records that are more than 
30 years old have been released to the Public Record Office or the British Library, A few 
relevant papers from the files of the intelligence and security agencies are withheld (with the 
approval of the Lord Chancellor in accordance with the Public Records Acts), These papers 
do not add to the substantive account of the circumstances ofSubhas Chandra Bose’s death 
that Is given in die files available at the British Library. They are withheld as a matter of 
principle, because the peacetime files of the intelligence and security agencies are not 
released, rather than because of their particular content. In addition, one paper from the files 
available at the British Library is withheld on the grounds of continuing personal sensitivity. 

Richard Bevins, RHD, told me that thia position, was explained to Justice Mukhcrjce (who is 
leading the Indian. Government enquiry) and Vikas Swarup when they called on Records and 
Historical Department in July.

This is with reference to your letter No.JM Cl/ Affidavit-Averments 
(Followup)/2000-200 1/67/1 32 dated the 30 lh May 2001 addressed to the Secretary, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, asking for original/authenticated 
copies of certain documents mentioned in the petition of Shri Nandalal Chakravarty, 
before the Hon’ble Commission. 

2. One of the documents mentioned in the petition, viz. a letter from Ambassador 
K.P.S. Menon in Moscow reporting on his call on Stalin, pertains to this Ministry and 
has been traced in our fde. On scrutiny of the document, which dates back to 
February 1953, it is found that it has no reference at all to Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose. The contents of the document are such that it is felt that it will not be 
appropriate to disclose them to the petitioner, particularly because it contains no 
reference to Netaji. However, should you so desire, we are willing to share the 
^ contents with the Hon’ble Chairman of the Commission for his information only. If 
this proposal is acceptable to the Commission, the document in question could be 
shown to the Hon’ble Chairman during the Commission’s next sitting in New Delhi. 
I would be grateful for your early advice.

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5. Another issue which needs to be considered is that of the proposed visit of 
the Commission to Taiwan. Director(EA) in his note of 11 .9,2001 {p.27/n in Vol.Vl 
refers) had suggested that a visit by the Commission could be considered if and 
when relevant documents were found in Taiwan and their access allowed by the 
Taiwanese authorities. As already mentioned above, the ITA have confirmed that 
there are no relevant documents available in Taiwan. In view of this, it is now 
submitted for consideration whether modalities of the visit of the Commission to 
Taiwan should be worked out only after receipt of information from the ITA about 
the witnesses in Taiwan. 


6. FRIII This is regarding submission of records containing the 

proceedings of the Shah Nawaz Committee and exhibits/documents/records 
called for by the Committee. We had informed the Justice Mukherjee 
Commission that the above records are not available in this Ministry. In 
response, the Commission has asked us to file an affidavit stating details of the 
searches conducted for locating the said documents. It may be mentioned here 
that since this subject has already been dealt with in para 1 (i) above and, 
therefore, will be included in the affidavit which is required to be filed thereunder, 
no separate affidavit needs to be filed on the same issue, 

7. FR IV : Filing of original or authenticated copies of documents: 

Ministry of Home Affairs, under directions of the Justice Mukherjee Commission, 
have asked us to identify out of the various documents mentioned in the affidavit 
filed by one Nandaial Chakarbarti those documents which pertain to this Ministry. 
Thereafter, the MHA is to be apprised of the position regarding identification of 
the documents. 


8. After going through the list of the documents, only one is found to relate to 
this Ministry. This document, as per the affidavit filed before the Commission by 
Shri Nandaial Chakrabarti, is the "secret report of the then Indian Ambassador to 
Soviet Union, Shri K,P.S.Menon's interview with Stalin which dwelled on Netaji’s 
existence in Soviet Russia in February, 1953”. After a thorough search of the 
records available in this Section, we have found record of the interview which 
took place on 17 th February, 1953 and is placed in our file No. 42/11/NGO.

Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry was 
set up by the Govt, of India in response to a 
long standing public demand and following two 
decisions of the Hon'ble High Court of Calcutta. 
The latter stipulated the necessity of a fresh 
inquiry into Netaji' s disappearance and full co- 
operation of the Govt, of India in regard to 
supply of all documents on Netaji. 

Unfortunately, the Govt, of India, let alone 
being co-operative, has not so far been 
responsive in the proper sense of the term to the 
Hon'ble Commission's repeated demands for 
documents having significant bearing on the 
disappearance issue. "Documents destroyed" or 
"missing" - a convenient ploy for suppression of 
the truth, has already been resorted to. The 
specific orders for such destruction of files 
containing documents asked for, have not yet been 
sent to the Commission. Privilege has been 
claimed to certain documents on the grounds of 
public interest, affairs of state, adverse impact 
on relationship with friendly countries and 
lowering of Netaji' s image. None of the grounds 
has been explained and pursuant to the 
Commission's demand for such explanations an 
Affidavit that was as elusive as the grounds 
themselves, was submitted to the Commission by 
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the Home Secretary. Then there was all quiet on 
the Governmental front. The Affidavit in reply 
has not yet been responded to. Silence, it seems, 
has been found strategically most effective. 

Files containing documents of historical and 
national importance are never destroyed, as 
construction of a nation's history is contingent 
upon it. If they have been destroyed for 
suppression of the truth or for any other reason, 
the “shadow files" of each of them must have been 
in Government's custody. Keeping "shadow files" 
has always been the ultimate guarantee of 
preserving the sources on the basis of which 
history is written. Such sources never wither 
away because in that case, a nation would be 
without any moorings in the past. A nation 
without its past is an absurdity par excellence. 

If disclosure of documents exposes some 
heinous act of betrayal to the nation thereby 
tarnishing one's image, it becomes all the more 
necessary in public interest. After all, the 
present Commission was set up with the professed 
commitment to uncover the truth. And truth it is 
that the whole disappearance issue has so far 
been carefully jettisoned either through 
disinformation campaign or by being completely 
oblivious to the latest findings of the 
researchers from several Russian Archives. If 
there is a deep-rooted conspiracy, it is here 
period. 

One wonders how disclosure of documents on 
Netaji is going to affect our relationship with 
certain friendly countries. To talk about 
friends, in this context, it surely refers to the 
friends of British India. A hidden agreement with 
them during the transfer of power for suppression 
of the truth, is not improbable. It helped 
perpetuate the privileged position of those who 
were sold out to the Raj for ambitions rooted in 
political power. But does the Government of India 
have any compulsion, even now, to keep that 
agreement alive ? 


There must be something very seriously wrong 
somewhere. The Govt, of India never registered 
its formal protest in the U.N. against treating 
Netaji as a war criminal. Not did it ever come up 
with any answer whatsoever to the question why it 
signed in 1971 a U.N. treaty on extension of the 
time-limit for war criminal's trial especially in 
the context of war crimes committed in the World 
War II. Who were India's war criminals in 1971 in 
connection with the World War II ? The compulsion 
that has muted all answers to these intriguing 
questions must have outlived the inauguration of 
the Constitution of India and declaration of 
India's Democratic and Sovereign status. Power 
was transferred, but, not to a sovereign nation- 
state. One wonders. 

The argument that such disclosures would 
lower Netaji' s image is ridiculous. After the 
transfer of power display of Netaji' s photograph 
was banned in military barracks and canteens, the 
first programme in the A.I.R. celebrating 
Netaji' s birthday was banned and posthumous 
Bharat Ratna was awarded to Netaji equating him 
with not only lesser mortals but also with 
characters of dubious political credentials. All 
these and a lot more have already been done to 
bring him to ignominy with closely guarded 
secrets and a carefully nurtured cynicism about 
what really happened. But people's sentiment in 
this respect never underwent any fundamental 
change. No one has yet succeeded in lowering his 
image. No one should feel complacent about its 
future success. The possibility of lowering of 
Netaji' s image is then only a convenient ruse for 
suppression of the truth. 

What could be more clinching in this respect 
than the Prime Minister's recent visit to Japan's 
Renkoji Temple ? This is in gross violation of 
the law of the land. He has signed the visitors' 
book and reportedly has written therein, "I am 
happy to visit Renkoji for the second time, a 
place where the memories of India's great freedom 
fighter Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose lies 
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secured" ( Pioneer, December 10, New Delhi 
edition} . Unless and until the alleged ashes 
allegedly preserved in Renkoji Temple are taken 
to be genuine the question of relating the temple 
to the "memory'' of Netaji does not arise. In 1978 
Mr Atal Behari Bajpayee, the then Minister of 
External Affairs, was present when Prime Minister 
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Desai declared on the floor of the Parliament 
that both the reports of Shah Nawaz Committee and 
Khosla Commission were difficult to accept as 
decisive in light of some "contemporary official 
documentary evidence." It was unanimously 
accepted in the Parliament. But Mr Baj payee's 
visit to Renkoji Temple as Prime Minster of India 
has sought to give credence to the alleged ashes 
thereby accepting the alleged plane crash story. 
This is inspite of the fact that the veracity of 
the alleged ashes and the alleged plane crash is 
currently being examined by a Commission set up 
by his Government. The intention becomes all the 
more melafide in light of the fact that Renkoji 
Temple was completely gutted in a devastating 
fire in 1989. What Mr Bajpayee has witnessed is a 
newly constructed temple. 

Such an act in flagrant disregard of all 
sense of probity and commitments underlying Prime 
Minister's oath of office makes the Commission's 
work infructuous. The entire scenario has never 
been as frustrating and outrageously resistant to 
unravelling the truth as it is now. Again, one 
wonders why ? 

The hope that was generated by the present 
Govt.'s decision to form a Commission of inquiry 
can be revived again, before it is too late, by 
supplying all the files containing documents 
asked for, to the Commission. It is through 
disclosure of all documents on Netaji that the 
present impasse can come to an end. As such, we 
urge upon the different departments of the Govt, 
of India including Prime Minister's Office to 
provide the Commission with all the files for 
which demands have repeatedly been placed before 
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the Govt, of India. As a reminder of what we have 
already asked for, through the Commission but, of 
which the fate is still unknown 3 / 7 ^ the/' are 
referred to once again in the Annexur^s to this 
Memorandum.

2. That I have read the Hon'ble Justice Mukherjee Commission of 
Inquiry letter No, JMCI/Meeting-Proceedings(Follow- 
up)/48(Vol.lll)/402(3) dated 9 th November, 2001 and understood 
its contents. 


3. I would like to state the following : 


(i) That all the concerned Divisions in this Ministry have gone 
through all the records available in their custody and have not 
found any documents or records or files relating either to the 
proceedings of the Shah Nawaz Committee or the 
exhibits/records/documents filed before it. 

(ii) That the same exercise as at 3(i) above has been carried out to 
locate Exhibit 29-1 which was alleged to have been filed before the 
Khosla Commission by this Ministry. No record of this exhibit is 
available in this Ministry, 

(iii) That the position regarding the availability of documents relating to 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in the Russian Federation, UK and 
USA is as follows: 
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(a) Russian Federation: All documents relating to Netaji which 
were obtained from the Russian Federation have been 
forwarded to the Justice Mukherjee Commission vide this 
Ministry’s letter No, 25/4/NGO-Vol.VI dated 1.10.2001.

Since the receipt of Direcfor(CNV) 's letter No. 25-4/NGO- 
Vol.VI dated Moy 10, 2001, we have been pursuing the dual 
requests for the location of journalist and Pulitzer prize winner 
Louis Lochner and obtaining documentation from the US 
Government, but have not so far met with any success. 

A 

With regard to locating Mr. Lochner, we had approached 
several '‘old-timers" who we felt might have a clue about his 
whereaoouts and whether he was still alive. Two of them, Mr. 
Selig Harrison (who you would recall used to be the Washington 
Post correspondent in Delhi in the 1950s) and Mr. Lenord 
Gordon of tne Southern Asian Institute at Colombia University in 
New York appeared to hove some recollection of his work but 
were not able to help at all on the crucial question of whether 
he was still alive and if so, where he might be staying. Both felt 
it was unlikely Mr. Lochner was alive at this time, but were not 
prepared to give any defhite confirmation of this. 


As regards declassified documents in possession with US 
Government and its agencies, we had made enquiries with 
the Intelligence and Research Bureau of the US State 
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Department. Documents, once declassified, are no longer 
retained by the US Government and ore normally stored in the 
National Archives, Library of Congress or other simitar 
documentation centre. Government documents dating to the 
period after 1947 when the US established diplomatic relations 
with independent India ere easier to locate as dispatches from 
US Embassy that have been declassified are collated 
regionwise. Those documents that have no* been declassified 
need to be requisitioned with specific details under the US 
Freedom of Information Act, This is a tardy and complicated 
process. Documents prior to 1947 are available, but more 
difficult to locate as the sources are indirect. For example, 
these could be in the form of formerly c!as$i f ied documents 
from the US Embassies in London, Tokyo, etc. We were advisea 
that it was most likely that such materiel had already been 
researched by other scholars and would be available in the 
form of published books on Netaji Subhas Bose. Alternately, we 
might get a scholar to privately research this for a suitable fee. 
I spoke directly to Dr, Leonard Gordon in New York, but his 
response was not very encouraging. 

You may wish to assure the Commission that we have 
made all possible efforts so far within our available resources as 
detailed above, but have regrettably not come up with 
something tangible. We would continue to make efforts at 
least the sphere of obtaining seme declassified US Government 
documenfaticn. It would help the Mission if the Ministry could 
indicate to us specific cctivities/events that we are looking for.

A copy of this letter was also endorsed to PMO, who had 
advised this division vide their ID No.915/1 l/C/2/2000-Vol.IV 
dt.l st November 2001 that copies of all available relevant 
documents should be urgently made available to the Justice 
Mukherjee Commission so as to fully apprise the Commission of 
this matter. 

3. However, since it seems that, not only is the NGO Section 
the nodal section of the MEA insofar as the communication with 
the Justice Mukherjee Commission is concerned, but that no

or not the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, is at all concerned in the 
matter of furnishing the documents mentioned and relied upon by the deponents 
concerned. The Ministry of Home Affairs was again requested by the Commission's 
letter No. JMCI/AfAdavit-Averments(Follow-up)/67/320 dated September 20, 2001 to 
take necessary action to send the report with the supporting affidavit as quickly as 
possible as also to indicate the name of the authority concerned of the Government of 
India against each of the documents mentioned and relied upon by the deponents 
concerned to enable the Commission to pursue effectively with the authorities 
concerned of the Government of India for production before the Commission their 
respective documents. The said reports and affidavits of the Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India, are still awaited. 


10. The Director General of National Archives, Government of India, was requested 

by Commission’s d.o. No. JMC!/DOC(FOR)/99-2000/56(Vol.ll)/286 dated September 
5, 2001, to inform the Commission whether they have got Micro-Films/Micro-Fiches of

These queries were made among 
others with Dr. Mad an Lai Madhu, President of the Indian Association, who has 
been in this country for nearly four decades. Others include Shri Vinay Shukla, 
Shri Masood Mi Khan, Shri Naresh Vedi, Shri Atul Saw am, Or. Arun Mohanty; 
who are prominent Indians resident in Moscow for several decades. 


4, We have also contacted Russians who have had long contacts with India 
including scholars at the Institute of Oriental Studies.
